Fate of student co-op uncertain 



Student housing at McGill may be in for 
yet another hard blow, "as the fate of the 
projected student co-op hangs from a thread 
awaiting the decision of a report commis- 
sioned by Vice-Principal (Administration) 
Robert Shaw. 

The report, due today, will provide an 
assessment of the state of the University's 
residences and the projected need for stu- 
dent housing in the area for the next ten 
years. 

A decision not to construct the co-op 
would be another serious financial blow to 
the Students' Society and its austerity con- 
scious executive. It would mean the end of 
several years of struggle by many dedicated 
people for a new concept in student housing. 

The history of the co-op extends back to 
1968-69, when the Students' Society, through 
its representative body, the Student Housing 
Corporation, negotiated a loan with the Uni- 
versity of up to $500,000. 

The loan was for "the purpose of planning 
and interim-financing the construction of a 
students residence, for a period terminating 
not later than December 31, 1970, with 
interest payable at a rate of 5.75 percent 
per annum". 



The Students' Society then purchased the 
property located at the intersection of 
Drummond and McGregor streets at a price 
of $215,000. The Students* Society also 
negotiated a mortgage from the Quebec 
Housing Corporation for $1,620,820. 

The Student Housing Corporation has 
spent $312,000 to date of which $215,000 
went towards the purchase of the land and 
the remainder for architects fees, con- 
tracts, tenders etc.

The crucial setback came when the SHC 
was notified that the co-op would be taxed 
like any normal apartment building. The re- 
sult of this would be an increase in rent 
that would place the co-op units out of the 
reach of most students. 

Further efforts to obtain a tax exemption 
or tax subsidy met with no success and the 
future of the co-op at that point looked very 
dim. 

E\en without a co-op however, the Stu- 
dents' Society, as the backer of the loan, 
found itself owing the university $312,000 
plus interest, which as of January 1970 



was amounting to $8,000 every six months. 

The big break for the Students' Society 
came during the summer when the Society 
discovered that the University was having 
serious" problems with their own projected 
co-ed residence. 

In late May the University decided that 
their plans for the residence were un- 
tenable, and knowing that this would be the 
last residence grant given, suggested that 
the co-op be "bailed out". 

In June the Student Housing Corporation 
authorized the University to act on its behalf 
to arrange for the transfer of the $2,000$00 
grant for the possible construction of the 
coop under University auspices. 

Being under University auspices would 
also exempt the co-op from taxation and 
thus practically ensure its success. 

Quebec agreed to the transfer of the 
grant, and once again it looked like the co- 
op could be saved, even though it would be 
somewhat modified in administrative con- 
cept. 

In a motion of Students' Council, it was 
moved that the University terminate the 
loan agreement, in order to facilitate the 
transfer of the assets of the SHC and the ' 
Students' Society. 



The move would also help improve the 
financial situation of the Society by liquidat- 
ing the fixed assets and reducing the interest 
payments on the balance of the loan. 

There are several advantages and dis- 
advantages to the construction of a student 
co-op. 

Among the financial advantages should 
the coop be built: the outstanding loan 
would be repaid and McGill would recover 
$312,000 at a critical time. 

The Students' Society would be "bailed 
out" and would recover some of the money. 

The coop would also provide additional 
housing of a type popular with students: 
witness the large waiting list of the Duro- 
cher Street coop. 

The coop would also serve a community 
role by accommodating not only McGill 
students but also University of Quebec and 
Sir George students. 

On the negative side the University might 
hesitate to finance a coop that could further 
reduce the occupancy of its already troubled 
residences. The money is there however, 
the approval from Quebec has been received, 
the dream can be realized, the decision is 
McGuTs.

SGWU fights over 
council salaries

A chaotic open meeting at 
Sir George Williams University 
yesterday lost its quorum due 
to a mass walkout before any 
vote could be taken. 

Various factions in the Uni- 
versity hoped to rescind the 
$5,500 in salaries that the Stu- 
dent Council voted for itself 
Sept. 26. 

Another major beef expressed 
was that Stuart Stuart, the SC 
President, should have abolished 
the Day Students* Association as 
he promised in his campaign 
platform last year. 

Stuart defended his own salary 
of $2,100 for his summer's 
work and for his tuition by 
saying "I deserve it, and it was 
less than last year's president 
got." 



Harvard professor Burrhus 
Frederic Skinner, high priest of 
U.S. behavioral psychology, 
called for the development of a 
"technology of behavior" to 
solve the "really terrifying 
problems that face us in the 
world". 

This technology would regu- 
late social practice with a de- 
gree of precision now possible 
only in the physical and biologi- 
cal sciences. It would, for ex- 
ample, "control population with 
the accuracy with which we now 
control missile re-entry." 

Agricultural and industrial 
practices, government and 
educational methods would all 
fall under the purview of 
Skinner's master technology. 

Questioned by a student as to 
the behavioral goals towards 
which such a technology would 

said that he wanted to establish 
a student Senate to deal solely 
with academic questions, but 
no concrete steps in this di- 
rection were made.

havioral science would discover 
the conditions under which men 
are creative, and happy, and 
on the basis of that information, 
a culture could be "designed". 

Skinner denounced the des- 
cription of human action in 
terms of inner propensities - 
natures and essences, purposes 
and intentions - long after such 



"pre-scientific" modes had 
been abandoned in the descrip- 
tion of the physical world. 

Thus Aristotle's formulation 
that the acceleration of falling 
bodies is due to their increased 
"jubilation" as they approach 
earth today seems ridiculous; 
yet the idea that a man walks 
faster as he approaches home 
because he is increasingly ju- 
bilant still sounds reasonable.

"South Africa can be charac- 
terized as a pigmentocracy," stat- 
ed John . Shingler, McGill asso- 
ciate professor of political 
science, last night. 'The soci- 
ety is divided and ruled accord- 
ing to colour." 

Speaking to the Committee 
for THe Liberation of Southern 
Africa, Professor Shingler trac- 
ed the historical background 
leading to the social and political 
situation in South Africa today. 

"In 1913 the Native Land 
Act gave 11 percent of the land 
to black Soutli Africans, and 89 
percent to whites." 

He explained that South Afri- 
ca is divided into English- 
speaking whites, Afrikaans- 
speaking whites, and the bulk 
of the population - black Afri- 
cans, "coloureds" and people 
of Indian descent. 

Professor Shingler also des- 
cribed in some detail the oppres- 
sion of black Africans and "other 
"non-whites" in industry and 
education. 

'The Mines and Works Act of 
1911 forbade any black person 



from using explosives in a mine," 
he said. "It followed that no 
black could rise above the level 
of a labourer. This was an ex- 
ample of how industry kept black 
earning power under control. 

Professor Shingler noted that 
under the Criminal Laws Amen- 
dment Act, which makes it 
illegal to protest any law by 
passive resistance, one million 
out of six million black South 
Africans are arrested every 
year.

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Starting from scratch 



The Senate campaign has already started. The posters will be out 
this week and presumably so will the candidates. It's going to be inte- 
resting to hear what they say because it is very difficult ta justi'y main-, 
taining the paltry eight seats now allotted to students. 

There is no need to go into the inefficiency of Senate or even its 
ineffectiveness. Everyone knows about it. 

The issue of student representation has almost totally died these 
days, although the Economics students are facing real antagonism in 
their effort to obtain some say in the running of the department. 

It would be foolish here to advocate a simple increase in the num- 
ber of student seats on Senate. The body is already unwieldy and the 
student voice has been singularly ineffective in bringing about any 
kind of recognizeablc change in university structure. 

Parity is out of the question, given the type of manpower it would 
require, and the type of opposition it would receive from faculty. 

But this is a practical objection. The question goes further than 
that. Students aren't at all agreed on what should be done and this is 
less a function of disagreement than of the need for redefinition of 
student goals. 

When getting students on Senate was a potent issue, the problems 
of control over curricula and opening meetings of university govern- 
ment were all very clear. 

It is apparent that student control over education isn't yet sufficient 
But the really basic problems are unchanged. If representation on Se- 
nate or its committees was supposed to solve the problem of student 
alienation at McG ill, then the effort has failed. 

Alienation is rooted in the kind of society we have and student 
alienation is only a part of it. just as the university is only part of 
society. 

AU this has been said before, of course. There has been a great 
deal written about the kind of hypocrisy that characterizes this society, 
about the type of rituals we perform and the kind of values we all 
adopt. 

The problem is a little different with McG ill, although it is easy 
to ignore it 

The difference, of course, is Quebec. And the argument that Mc- 
Gill perpetuates and services elites won't be resolved in Senate and it 
won't be resolved at McGill. 

Education at this university has to make the student aware and cri- 
tical of society, and while this works against McG ill's traditional role, 
it is nevertheless a necessary goal. 

This isn't something that's accomplished by changing seating arran- 
gements in classrooms or by audio-visual gimmicks. 

The educational redefinition has to be the first and immediate pri- 
ority for student groups. Because the real struggle starts after uni- 
versity.

McGill: money and 
international destiny 

Sir, 

So Dear Old Max is back and 
Stanley is happy and relieved! and 
all of us can look to a bright fu- 
ture in which we can pass on to 
others the burden of responsibility 
for what this University has be- 
come. Welcome relief! 

When reporting on the Senate's 
discussion regarding the Adminis- 
tration's secret task force on the 
budget, you gave much space to 
Maxwell Cohen's speech. A most 
interesting speech! Max would 
have us believe that the richest, 
the most establishment-oriented, 
the most "international" of Cana- 
dian universities is being dis- 
criminated against by the silly 
Quebec Government; the Govern- 
ment elected in April, 1970, by 
almost 94% of the English speak- 
ing voters of this Province. I am 
naive enough to have expected a 
scholar and an unemotional person 
of Maxwell Cohen's stature to 
mention, if only in passing: the 
immense economic difficulties 
of the Province of Quebec, the 
absence of priorities during the 
regime of the Union Nationale, 
the administrative and financial 
consolidations needed in educa- 
tion after the massive reforms 
of- the early 1960s, the anti- 
inflation policies of the Federal 
Government, the search for a 
just and "rentable" grants for- 
mula based on the inevitable 
difficulties inherent in a lin- 
guistically pluralist province, and 
the role of that province as the 
most important instrument of the 
French speaking peoples of North 
America. All of these, individual- 
ly and collectively, account much 
for McGill's "plight" and the 
"discrimination" we have heard 
so much about in the past, and 
about which, it would appear 
we will continue to hear much in 
the future. 

Cohen is also reported to have 
said that McGill had accepted the 
"rattrapage" formula, but one 
was left to wonder about the spirit 
with which McGill accepted this 
formula. One cannot help but con- 
clude that as long as the formula 
did not hurt McGill and its "in- 
ternational destiny", it was al- 
right to bring our "French-speak- 



ing brothers and colleagues up to 
our level", this sophistry is quite 
silly. The so-called rattrapage 
formula was an attempt to bring 
justice and equality to the higher 
educational spheres of Quebec. 

Because of racist tendencies, 
establishment norms and the white 
Rodesian complex Lévesque talks 
about, McGill developed at the 
expense of the other institutions 
of higher learning in Quebec. To 
correct this discrimination and 
injustice, more had and has to be 
spent on French speaking uni- 
versities, while knowing full well 
that McGill's wealth and potential 
and position would ensure its on- 
going life. There is no evidence 
to suggest that the policies of the 
Quebec Government vis-à-vis Mc- 
Gill since 1960 have endangered 
that life. In fact there is con- 
siderable evidence to make us 
admit that if one bears in mind 
the plight of the other universities 
in Quebec, McGill's growth since 
1960 has been better than average. 
It is perhaps here that lies Mc- 
Gill's real problem. After all, it 
is psychologically difficult to ad- 
mit that McGill is becoming a 
"Université comme les autres", 
having been for so long a "Uni- 
versité pas comme les autres". 
.In passing may we not also 
ask what other university in Que- 
bec, or in Canada for that matter, 
has the luxury of being able to 
compile such a massive deficit? 
In a capitalist economy, such as 
ours, deficit financing is an in- 
dication of one's real wealth. 
Poor people are not allowed to 
have deficits. 

McGill's plight is as much due 
to its lack of planning, orienta- 
tion, and priorities, to its feather- 
bedding, to its obsession with the 
good old days of laissez-faire 
and "old" McGill, to its unimag- 
inative and elite-oriented ad- 
ministrative leadership, and to its 
delight in constantly battling imag- 
inary or secondary evils. It seems 
obvious to me that over the past 
10 years when the rest of the 
Province was engaged in a fright- 
ening and dislocating reappraisal, 
McGill gave little priority and 
real time to the study of its ap- 
purtenance to Quebec, to the def- 
inition of its role and to the pur- 
suit of the real social tasks facing 
the mobile and complex society 
of modem Quebec. In spite of the 
sporadic efforts of some, such a 
soul-searching has never been 
undertaken here; overwhelmed 
as we all are with this futile aim 



of maintaining McGill's prestige 
and position instead of boldly 
charting a future. 

Of course, the discrimination 
argument pleases some, partic- 
ularly Stanley Frost. Determin- 
ed, as his writings suggest, to 
protect the sacredness of Quebec's 
English speaking Protestant hege- 
mony, all arguments, unjust, un- 
founded and irrelevant as they may 
be, become quite valid to Frost. 
However, he and others should 
remember that such empty 
charges about the Quebec govern- 
ment's "discrimination" are 
bound to lead to racism, if it is 
not there already. After all, it is 
easy to depict this so-called 
discrimination as a policy not 
only of the Government of Quebec, 
but of French-speaking Quebecers 
as they give vent to their "hatr- 
ed", or what have you. It may 
also severely affect a number of 
McGill students who could take 
these unfounded charges at face 
value to alter considerably their 
attitudes towards their fellowmen, 
as they develop a sense of aloof- 
ness, superiority and vengeance. 

So Dear Old Max is back! and 
Dear Old Stanley is happy! What 
of the rest of us? May we not live 
to regret this resurrection and 
happiness.

FRAP attacks polluters

Industrial polluters will find themselves in hot water if lc Front 
d'Action Politique ever gains power in Montreal. 

In "Les Salaries au Pouvoir!" a book elaborating FRAP's 
goals, a rigorous policy is advocated to "avoid anti-social acts by 
industry". Polluters will be warned to eliminate wastes without 
causing detriment to public health, on pain of sanctions by the City. 

An enterprise found guilty of pollution would be compelled to 
defray the cost of measures taken by the city to clean up the mess, 
up to and including the municipalization of the enterprise. 

Health services in the City of Montreal, according to FRAP, are 
in a deplorable condition and do not meet the needs of the working 
population. FRAP charges inaccessibility, poor quality and discon- 
tinuity in those services which are available. 

In southwest Montreal, for example, there are only 28 doctors 
for 120,000 people, or one for every 4500. The proportion re- 
commended by the World Health Organization is one doctor for 
every 600 people. 

FRAP promises the establishment of community health centres 
especially favouring the most deprived areas of the city. These 
centres would provide diagnostic and preventative facilities, home 
care and a family planning service, and would be completely free. 

Pressure would be exerted on the Quebec government to nation- 
alize the drug companies, in order to reduce the cost of medicine. 
Subsidies from Quebec for the centres would also be demanded 
through the Municipal Health Service. 

Clinics would be run by the district, who would have two-thirds 
of the votes, and by the clinic personnel, who would have the other 
third. Although the City would be expected to help the local units 
with funds and advice, local autonomy would be retained as much as 
possible. 

Clinic personnel, according to FRAP, should have some back- 
ground in the area in which they are working. Therefore, an obliga- 
tory period of service in the clinics is advocated for medical stu- 
dents. 

The budgetary priorities of the City would be rearranged to 
finance the workers' needs in the domain of health. Refusal to sub- 
sidize private clinics and the nationalization of some of them would 
be other measures considered. 

The Municipal Health Service would be reorganized in order to 
rationalize the distribution of -its facilities. It would be controlled 
by health specialists and by two delegates from each district clinic. 

Municipal nurseries, such as those which already exist in On- 
tario, France and Italy, would be set up with funds from Quebec, and 
would be free and open to all 24 hours a day. A program of preschool 
education would be provided. 

Pressure would be exerted on Quebec to nationalize the hos- 
pitals, which would be popularly controlled through community 
clinics.
